On  the  following  day,  Thursda)’,  July  28th,  the 
Bishop  admitted  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hard  to  Priest’s  Orders. 
The  Morning  Prayer,  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Crane, 
the  lessons  by  the  Rev.  Micajah  Townsend,  of  Canada; 
the  candidate  presented  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bennet;  and 
the  sermon  preached  by  the  Bishop,  who  was  assist¬ 
ed,  in  the  administration  of  the  Communion,  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Nash.  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Nash,  Bennet,  and 
Townsend,  united  in  the  laying  on  of  hands.  The  Rev. 
Lewis  M’Donald,  of  Vermont,  was  also  present  during 
a  part  of  the  services  of  the  second  day. 

The  services  were  all  attended  by  large  and  atten¬ 
tive  congregations,  and  were  an  occasion  of  great 
gladness  of  heart  to  the  worthy  minister  and  people  of 
the  parish.  It  was  the  first  time  that  any  peculiar 
episcopal  act  had  been  performed  in  the  town;  and  so 
large  a  number  of  episcopal  clergymen  had,  it  is  be¬ 
lieved,  never  met  there  before.  The  presence  of  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Townsend  of  our  sister  Church  in  Canada, 
and  his  uniting  in  the  laying  on  of  hands  at  the  ordina¬ 
tion,  were  peculiarly  interesting  and  satisfying.

We  now  can  read  the  meaning  of  the  Provi¬ 
dence  of  God  in  the  late  revolutionary  moments  in 
that  noble  country.  How  easy  is  it  for  the  Almighty

Rev.  Jonas  King,  dated  Tenus,  Dec.  31,  1831. 

Before  your  letter  reached  me,  I  had  learned  by  the 
*’  Constitutionel”  the  grand  events,  which  had  been 
passing  in  France,  and  wliich  1  consider  as  one  of 
those  means  which  the  Must  High  is  employing  to 
open  the  way  for  the  extension  of  light  and  liberty, 
and  the  spread  of  the  everlasting  Gospel.  You  speak 
of  my  returning  to  France,  but  that  1  cannot  consis¬ 
tently  do  at  present.  Had  I  been  sent  there  two  years 
ago,  I  should  have  been  much  rejoiced.  But  now  it 
appears  to  me  that  1  must  remain,  for  a  while  at  least, 
in  this  country.  You  will  have  learned,  probably, 
before  this  reaches  you,  that  I  have  been  to  Athens 
and  purcliased  a  spot  for  a  house,  and  that  1  hope  to 
go  there  early  in  the  spring.  Mars  Hill*  was  almost 
the  only  place  which  1  did  not  visit.  It  was  occupied 
by  Turkish  soldiers,  and  1  tliouglit  it  best  nut  to  go  up 
upon  It.  I  saw  it  of  course  at  a  very  little  distance. 
The  Turks,  I  suppose,  still  occupy  it,  hut  1  have  great 
hope  that  they  will  soon  leave  for  Turkey.  The  affairs 
of  Greece  are  still  in  some  doubt,  and  we  know  not 
whether  we  are  to  have  a  prince  here  to  reign  over  us 
or  a  president.  The  freedom  of  Greece,  the  taking 
of  Algiers,  the  revolution  in  France,  the  various  com¬ 
motions  in  different  parts  of  Europe,  seem  to  indicate 
that  the  chains  of  darkness,  which  have  for  so  many 
ages  bound  our  world,  are  soon  to  be  broken.  Even 
the  Turks  seem  to  be  becoming  more  liberal. 

1  rejoice  that  1  am  in  this  ineresting  part  of  the 
world,  though  I  am  for  the  present  doing  but  little.  1 
am  going  on  as  usual,  with  my  school,  and  every 
Lord’s  dav,  expound  freely  the  sacred  Scriptures  to 
about  60  (sometimes  more)  persons,  and  occasionally 
I  give  a  few  tracts  and  sell  a  copy  of  the  New  Testa¬ 
ment.  But  even  with  the  little  1  am  doing,  I  think  it 
better  to  be  here  than  in  America.  There  you  have  a 
flood  of  ligltt,  and  a  thousand  heralds  proclaiming 
glad  tidings  of  good  things.  Here  is  only,  as  it  w'ere, 
a  feeble  dawn,  and  scarcely  a  solitary  individual  to 
lift  up  his  voice  for  the  trutii!

Translation  of  the  Imperial  Diploma,  delivered  by  the 
Sublime  Forte,  to  the  Armenian  Catholic  Bishop  at 
the  beginning  of  the  Moon  of  Sliiaban,  in  tlie  year 
of  the  Hegira,  1246,  corresponding  to  January ,‘1831, 
of  the  Christian  era — from  a  copy  in  which  the  pre¬ 
amble  was  omitted. 

The  tributary  Catholic  subjects  of  the  Sublime 
Porte,  hitherto  deprived  of  a  chief  (Blsliop)  were, 
from  ancient  times,  dependent  upon  the  Greeks  or 
Armenian  patriarchs;  but  the  Catholic  dogmas  not  be¬ 
ing  conformahle  to  tliose  of  the  religion  professed  by 
the  Greeks  and  .Armenian  nations,  the  Catholics  had 
to  attend  the  churches  of  the  Franks,  where  their  mar¬ 
riages  being  solemnized,  and  sacraments  administered 
by  other  priests,  they  could  not  properly  observe  the 
precepts  of  their  reliffion.  The  Sublime  Porte  hav¬ 
ing  discovered  that  Catholic  subjects  under  our  impe¬ 
rial  protection  have  long  sufiered  under  these  painful 
restrictions;  and  considering  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
Sovereign  Father  of  his  subjects  to  provide  for  their 
safety  and  spiritual  peace,  we  have  resolved  to  relieve 
our  Catholic  subjects  from  those  restrictions  and  suf¬ 
ferings,  by  permitting  them  to  worship  in  the  church¬ 
es  destined  for  them,  in  order  that,  henceforth  they 
may  not  be  compelled  to  attend  the  churches  of  the 
Franks;  and,  in  consequence  of  an  imperial  Rescript, 
dated  the  21st  of  the  month  of  Reget,  of  this  year, 
1246,  we  have  conferred  the  title  of  Bishop  upon  the 
most  illustrious  of  the  Catholics  of  this  Imperial  Resi¬ 
dence,  and  of  all  our  Empire,  among  the  elect  of 
the  nations  of  the  Messiah.  The  Priest  Agob,  son  of 
Emanuel,  and  subject  of  the  Sublime  Porte,  chosen  and 
elected  by  the  Catholics  tliemselves,  and  the  bearer  of 
the  present  diploma;  on  condition  that  he  will  pay,  in 
advance,  to  the  Imperial  Treasury,  the  sum  of  fifty 
thousand  aspres  by  way  of  present,  due  to  the  Miri; 
and  that  he  will,  besides,  pay  annually  to  the  Miri,  a 
rent  of  tliree  hundred  and  thirty-eight  thousand 
aspres.  And  by  this  Imperial  Rescript  we  have  or¬ 
dained,  and  do  ordain,  that  generally,  all  the  Catho¬ 
lics  of  this  residence  and  K.mpire  and  each  of  them, 
in  particular,  great  and  small,  do  recognise  the  afore¬ 
said  priest,  Agoh,  for  their  Bishop:  that  they  do  not 
transgress  his  commands  or  disregard  his  decisions  on 
any  subject  connected  with  the  dogmas  of  their  re¬ 
ligion.  That  no  others  do  meddle  with  his  affairs. 
That  no  one  interfere  in  cases  where  incumbents  hav- 
ncurred  the  penalty  of  removal,  their  places

shall  be  given  to  otliers.  Tliis  dismissal  or  promo¬ 
tion  of  priests  shall  only  take  place  by  virtue  of  an 
official  representation  by  the  Bishop  to  the  Sublime 
Porte.  Priests  who  are  not  provided  with  a  special 
authorization,  sliall  have  no  power  to  consecrate  for¬ 
bidden  marriages  witli  infidels  or  Franks,  ^  (these 
marriages  were  at  all  times  forbidden  by  political  en¬ 
actments,  though  not  by  religious  regulations.)

From  the  Journal  of  Mr.  Stone,  under  date  of  April  10, 
1830. 

The  Brahmin  inquirer  said  to  me  to-day,  that  there 
were  many  Hindoos  who  believed  the  Christian  reli¬ 
gion  to  be  true,  but  owing  to  fear  of  their  caste,  dared 
not  to  profess  it  publicly;  and  that,  were  it  not  for 
their  castes,  multitudes  would  come  into  the  Christian 
religion.  1  have  no  doubt  of  this.  If  there  were  no 
greater  obstacles  in  the  way  of  the  heathen  here 
changing  their  religion,  than  there  are  in  tliose  pag^n 
countries  where  no  caste  exists,  multitudes  would  ask 
for  baptism,  and  perhaps  by  attending  more  constantly 
on  the  means  of  gpwee,  might  be  really  converted. 
No  person  residing  in  a  Christian  country  can  form 
any  idea  of  the  sacrifices  a  Hindoo  must  make  if  he 
would  become  a  disciple  of  Christ,  and  make  a  public 
profession  of  bis  faith  in  him.  Yet  through  the  grace 
of  God  many,  even  in  pagan  India,  have  made  such  a 
prbfession;  and  we  doubt  not  that  the  number  of  those 
who,  through  the  same  grace,  shall  make  a  similar 
confession  before  their  countrymen  will  be  increased 
every  year  till  the  chain  of  caste  is  broken,  and  all  the 
milliona  of  India  brought  into  the  libeety  of  the  goapel. 
The  day  haa  already  coma,  when,  inatead  of  tens.

DOMESTIC  AND  FOREIGN  MISSIONAUV  SOCIETV. 
Fourth  Jltmttal  Hrpnrt  of  the  Excculire  Committee  of  the 

Jhmestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  to  the  Board 

of  Directors. 

(coNCtrnr.n.) 

Florida.— n  was  stated  in  the  last  annual  llcport 
that  the  Committee  entci-taincd  hopes  of  securing  at 
an  early  period,  the  services  of  a  clergymaix  for  Tulla- 
hassc.  In  tills  expectation  they  have  been  disappoint¬ 
ed.  Nothwithstanding  every  endeavour  on  their  p.art 
has  been  used,  which  was  likely  to  prove  cfl'ectual, 
this  very  interesting  and  important  station  still  contin¬ 
ues  vacant.  In  June  last,  a  letter  was  received  from 
the  Wardens  and  Vestry  at  that  place,  communicating 
(he  intelligence,  that  ground  liad  been  purchased  on 
which  to  erect  a  church  edifice,  and  that  $275  had 
been  subscribed,  with  a  prospect  of  further  contribu¬ 
tions  from  the  citizens.  Wliereupon  the  Kxccutive 
Committee  resolved  to  appropriate  $400  for  their 
assistance,  of  the  money  collected  liy  their  agent,  the 
Bcv.  .Mr.  llenderson,  for  erecting  houses  of  worship 
in  Florida.  'I'his  sum,  however,  was  not  to  be  drawn 
for,  until  the  walls  of  the  building  w’ere  raised  and 
ready  to  receive  the  roof.  Since  that  period,  no  infor¬ 
mation  fiom  tlull  quarter  has  reached  the  Committee. 
On  many  accounts  the  Committee  feel  deeply  interest¬ 
ed  in  the  welfare  of  that  station,  and  they  earnestly^ 
hope,  that  some  missionary  may  be  obtained  for  it, 
whose  ministrations  shall  be  blessed  to  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  the  Church  and  the  extension  of  vital  piety. 

Pensacola. — In  the  montli  of  M;iv,  1830,  letters  Were 
received  from  the  Uev.  Mr.  Ilulchins,  under  date  of 
the  20th  of  April,  and  also  from  the  Vestry  at  I’ensa- 
cola  under  date  of  the  24th,  setting  forth  the  peculiar 
condition  of  the  Church  at  that  place,  and  earnestly 
pressing  for  aid  to  the  extent  of  the  Society’s  ability. 
From  tiiese  communications  it  appeared,  that  a  very 
eligible  site  had  been  purchased  for  the  erection  of  a 
house  of  worship,  a  plan  for  budding  determined  upon, 
and  materials  and  cash  subscribed  to  the  amount  6t 
$1200,  w  ith  a  prospect  of  its  being  increased  to  $1500. 
'I’he  Executive  Committee  thereupon  resolved  to  ap¬ 
propriate  $400  of  the  Florida  Fund,  to  that  station,  on 
the  same  conditions  as  above  mentioned  with  regard 
to  Tallahasse.  In  the  letter  of  Mr.  Hutchins,  he  made 
known  to  the  Committee  Ins  intention  of  withdrawing 
from  this  mission  at  the  termination  of  his  year’s 
engagement,  w  hich  would  occur  during  the  month  of 
May,  1830.  On  his  arrival,  however,  in  this  city,  the 
(Committee  had  an  interview  with  him,  which  resulted 
in  his  consenting  to  return  to  this  scene  of  labour  in 
the  fall,  and  binding  himself  to  visit  Tallahasse,  Narcis- 
sa,  and  Magnolia,  as  frequently  as  was  consistent  with 
the  Interests  of  his  own  peculiar  Mission.  Durirtg  his 
stay  at  the  North,  Mr.  Hutchins  employed  himself,  with 
the  consent  of  the  Committee,  in  collecting  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Churches  at  Fensacola  and  Tallahasse. 
'J'he  whole  amount  obtained  by  him  was  $560,  all  of 
w  Inch  according  to  the  will  of  the  donors,  was  to  be 
applied  in  behalf  of  the  Church  at  l*en.sacola.  Sinqe 
Mr.  Hutchins’  arrival  at  Fensacola,  no  information  has 
been  received  from  him  by  the  Committee.  Shortly 
previous  to  his  departure  from  this  city,  he  made 
known  to  them,  that,  from  facts  which  had  come  to  his 
know  ledge,  there  was  but  little  doubt  of  the  church 
edifice  being  finislied  during  the  past  winter.  It  is 
with  deep  regret  that  the  t’omnuttee  mentioq  the 
fixed  determination  of  Mr.  Hutchins  to  disconnect 
himself  from  this  mission,  in  the  course  of  the  present 
spring. 

67.  Augustine. — .Vt  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  in 
May  last,  it  was  resolved  to  appropriate  $650  of  the 
Florida  Fund  to  aid  In  building  a  place  of  worship  in 
this  city,  and  in  the  following  month  a  further  allow¬ 
ance  of  $115  was  granted  for  the  same  purpose,  sub¬ 
ject  in  both  cases  to  the  same  restrictions  as  charaor 
lerized  the  allowance  to  Fensacola  and  Tallahasse. 
Early  in  the  autumn  of  1830,  the  Committee  received 
the  gnitifymg  intelligence  from  the  Ucv.  Mr.  Hender¬ 
son,  that  his  V'estry  had  determined  to  go  on  with  the 
erection  of  their  church  edifice,  and  that  it  was  actu¬ 
ally  in  a  state  of  active  progress.  And  in  March  of 
the  current  year,  he  writes,  “  Our  church  edifice,  a. 
very  neat  building  of  hewn  stone,  in  the  Gothic  order,'^ 
is  far  advanced  tow  ards  completion,  and  it  is  hoped 
will  be  ready  for  consecration  early’  in  July.*’ 

So  that  no  doubt  now  remains,  but  that  the  services 
of  our  Church  will  be  permanently  established  here; 
and  the  grateful  attention  of  a  minister  of  their  own 
faith,  secured  to  the  Episcopalians  who  resort  thither 
for  the  advantages  which  the  climate  afl'ortls.  In  the 
prospect  of  so  near  a  consummation  of  this  very  desira¬ 
ble  object,  the  Committee  desire  to  acknowledge 
the  gracious  dealings  of  Frovidence  in  causing  all  the 
diflicultics  which  have  hitherto  been  connected  with 
this  undertaking  to  disappear,  and  in  giving  such  sig- 
niil  success  to  tlie  exertions  of  their  Missionary.  It  is 
also  highly  gratifying  to  learn  from  Mr.  H.’s  llcport, 
that  since  the  introduction  of  the  regular  ministrations 
of  the  Church,  a  visible  improvement  in  the  public 
morals  has  been  observed  and  acknowledged  in  this 
place. 

Since  writing  the  above  a  letter  has  been  received 
from  Mr.  Henderson,  requesting  the  Committee  either 
to  grant  the  congregation  at  St.  Augustine  a  few  hun¬ 
dred  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  fitting  up  the  interior 
of  their  church,  or  to  take  such  measures  as  may  be 
deemed  best  to  put  them  in  possession  of  a  moderate 
sum.  To  this  communication,  the  reply  has  been 
given,  that  the  Committee  regret  their  inability  to 
afford  any  money  towards  finishing  the  church  at  St. 
Augustine,  but  that  they  will  make  known  its  wants 
and  solicit  contriliutions  with  a  view  to  relieving 
them. 

Mississippi. — In  September,  1830,  the  llev.  Mr. 
VMieeler  was  appointed  a  Missionary  to  this  state  for 
one  year,  to  labour  at  Fort  Gibson,  (one  of  the  places 
recommended  to  the  attention  of  the  Committee  by  | 
Bishop  Brownell,)  and  in  the  vicinity.  In  his  Ueport,  i 
Mr.  Wheeler  mentions  that  since  his  arrival  in  tlie  dio¬ 
cese  in  the  latter  part  of  November,  his  time  had  been 
equally  divided  between  the  parishes  of  St.  John’s 
church.  Fort  Gibson,  and  Christ  Church,  Jefferson 
county.  The  place  of  holding  service  in  the  former, 
is  a  court-house,  in  the  latter,  an  Episcopal  Church. 
The  distance  between  these  situations  is  thirty  miles. 
Mr.  Wheeler  informs  the  Committee,  that  great  igno¬ 
rance  with  respect  to  our  Church,  prevails  in  and 
about  Port  Gibson;  but  that  as  he  will  endeavour  to  be¬ 
come  generally  acquainted  with  the  inhabitants,  and 
join  pastoral  conversation  with  pulpit  instruction,  he 
is  not  without  some  hope  of  a  better  state  of  things. 
“Though  not  sanguine,  (he  remarks,)  1  am  not  dis¬ 
coursed  as  long  as  I  am  aided  and  upheld  by  the 
great  Read  of  the  Church.  If  a  regard  to  the  divine 


glory  and  welfare  of  souls  be  the  motives  that  animate  | 
my  endeavours,  I  may  trust  that  my  labours  will  not  be  I 
in  vain.  The  attendance  in  Jefferson  county,  is  good. 
Persons  of  other  denominations  are  present  at  public 
worship,  who  seem  to  possess  a  growing  regard  for 
the  Church  as  they  learn  more  of  it.”  From  Mr.  W.’s 
letters  it  appears  that  with  the  exception  of  Natchez, 
there  is  no  place  or  union  of  places  in  the  diocese 
which  can  support  a  minister,  unless  a  Missionary, 
maintained  chiefly  by  the  Society.  In  Louisiana,  he 
says,  a  Missionary  might  be  jrrofitably  employed  at 
Thibideauxville,  on  the  I.a  Fouche,  thirty  miles  from 
Duiialdsonville.  A  communicant  of  the  Church  resid¬ 
ing  there,  would  receive  a  young  clergyman  as  an  in¬ 
mate  in  her  family;  and  the  opinion  is  entertained, 
that  in  a  reasonable  time,  he  would  realize  a  compe¬ 
tent  support.  Alexandria,  on  the  Ued  Biver,  is  also 
in  the  judgment  of  Mr.  Wheeler,  a  fair  opening  for 
.Missionary  efforts,  and  according  to  his  judgment, 
tu'o  active  ministers  at  least,  are  at  this  time  very  ne¬ 
cessary’  W’cst  of  the  .Mississippi. 

On  the  20th  of  October,  1830,  the  Rev.  John  Mor¬ 
gan  was  appointed  a  Missionary  to  the  same  state, 
with  the  expectation  that  he  would  ofiiciate  at  Wood- 
ville  and  Finckneyvlllc;  but  as  yet  no  report  has  been 
received  from  him. 

Missouri. — In  March  of  the  present  year,  the  Ucv. 
L.  H.  Corson  was  appointed  a  Missionary  to  this  state. 
He  left  this  city  immediately  after  becoming  connect¬ 
ed  with  the  Society  for  the  scene  of  his  operations; 
and  we  doubt  not,  is  by  this  tinns  industriously  engag¬ 
ed  ill  the  great  work  of  his  calling. 

FOREIGN  DEPARTMENT. 

Very  soon  after  the  establishment  of  this  Society, 
the  attention  of  its  Executive  Committee  was  directed 
to  the  condition  of  those  portions  of  the  earth  which 
are  still  destitute  of  the  light  of  divine  truth;  and  ac¬ 
tive  measures  were  adopted  for  extending  to  them  the 
inestimable  blessings  of  the  gospel.  As  yet,  however, 
causes  as  unexpected  as  they  have  been  overpowering, 
have  prevented  the  accomplisliment  of  this  design. 
Aiul  at  this  tenth  year  of  the  Society’s  existence,  it 
is  not  able  to  point  its  friends  to  a  single  Missionary 
standing  under  its  auspices  on  heathen  ground.  Most 
deeply  do  the  Committee  deplore  this  fact;  and 
although  they  cannot  accuse  either  themselves  or  their 
predecessors  of  being  wilfully  accessory  to  this  cir¬ 
cumstance,  they  would  nevertheless  on  account  there¬ 
of  be  humbled  before  God,  and  e.arnestly  call  upon 
their  Christian  brethren  to  unite  with  them  in  ardent 
prayer,  that  this  reproach  m.ay  be  wiped  from  ofl  the 
records  of  the  Society;  and  that  this  Institution  may 
at  length  be  numbered  among  those  great  mural  means 
which  the  High  .and  Holy  One  is  blessing,  to  the  en¬ 
lightening,  converting,  and  sanctifying  ol  the  wretched 
slaves  of  idolatry  and  superstition. 

Afriea.—0\\  the  preceding  anniversary,  you  were 
congratulated  on  the  bright  prospect  which  was  open¬ 
ing  before  the  Society  in  reference  to  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  a  Mission,  under  the  most  happy  circumstances 
on  the  coast  of  Africa.  And  certainly  at  that  time, 
there  did  appear  to  c.xist  the  most  abundant  reason, 
why  such  an  expectation  should  be  cherished.  But 
painful,  bitterly  painful  as  it  is  to  the  feelings  of  the 
Committee  in  making  the  communication,  they  are 
notwithstanding,  bound  to  inform  you  that  these  pleas¬ 
ing  hopes  have  not  been  realized.  A  strong  convic¬ 
tion  of  duty,  in  connexion  with  a  sincere  regard  for 
the  best  interests  of  the  Society,  has  compelled  them 
to  suspend  indefinitely  the  measures  which  were 
I  announced  twelve  months  ago  as  in  progress  with  a 
view  to  the  benefit  of  this  much  neglected  and  degrad¬ 
ed  quarter  of  our  globe.  And  instead  of  sending  forth 
j  an  appeal  on  this  occasion,  which  would  excite  every 
heart  and  hand  to  action  in  the  work  of  creating  re¬ 
sources  for  the  support  of  preachers  of  righteoiLsness 
already  in  this  benighted  land,  it  becomes  their  duty 
once  more  to  raise  a  cry  for  labourers,  and  to  propose 
the  same  inquiiy’,  which  was  heard  by  the  Frophot 
resounding  through  the  temple,  “  who  will  go  for  us, 
and  whom  shall  we  send?”  It  can  no  longer  admit 
of  a  question  who  arc  to  be  the  instruments  of  lifting 
from  ofl' the  minds  of  Afric’s  sons  and  daughters,  that 
thick  veil  which  has  so  long  enveloped  them,  and  to 
illumine  the  path  of  their  pilgrimage  with  the  radia¬ 
tions  of  the  “  bright  and  morning  Star.”  If  Ethiopia 
is  ever  to  cast  her  imaginary  deities  to  the  moles  and 
to  the  bats,  and  to  stretch  forth  her  hands  unto  that 
God,  who  made  the  heavens  and  the  earth,  it  seems 
to  be  almost  reduced  to  mathematical  certainty,  that 
this  great  moral  revolution  can  only  be  effected  by 
those  of  her  own  children  who  have  been  taught  in 
the  school  of  Jesus  Christ.  Is  it  not  then  a  point  wor¬ 
thy  the  serious  consideration  of  this  Boartl,  whether  it 
be  not  expedient  to  apply  ourselves  immediately  to 
the  rearing  of  an  Institution,  bearing  upon  this  momen¬ 
tous  object?  Can  we  not  gather  from  among  the  colour¬ 
ed  population  ofthis  country,  some  pious  youths  whose  I 
souls  are  glowing  with  love  to  God  and  man,  and  tr.iin 
them  up  for  the  sublime  enterprise  of  carrying  the 
blessingsof  the  gospel  to  the  homes  of  theirforefathers, 
and  transforming  those  barren  wilds  into  a  garden  of 
the  Lord,  luxuriant  in  fragrance  and  beauty  > 

(jrcek  Mission. — In  June,  1830,  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  having  been  informed  by  the  Uev,  Mr.  Hill 
tiukt  he  had  been  admitted  to  holy  orders,  appointed 
him  (in  compliance  with  a  resolution  reported  to  the 
Board  at  the  last  meeting,)  a  Missionary  of  this  Socle- 
tv,  to  co-operate  with  the  Uev.  Mr.  Uobertson,  in  the 
land  of  Greece.  During  the  greater  part  of  the  time 
that  Mr.  Uobertson  remained  in  America  after  his 
arrival,  he  was  employed  In  visiting  difi’erent  sections 
of  Uie  United  States,  endeavouring  to  excite  an  inter¬ 
est  in  the  cause  In  which  he  was  engaged.  Mr.  Hill 
wai  also,  similarly  occupied  for  about  the  space  of  five 
mon^is.  The  result  of  these  agencies  has  been  of  the 
most  favourable  character.  Every  where  our  mission¬ 
aries  were  received  with  the  strongest  exhibitions  of 
kindness.  Many  friends  to  the  cause  of  Chri.stianizing 
the  world,  have  been  raised  up  by  their  appeals,  in  the 
persons  of  some  who  had  never  before  given  the  sub- 
j(;ct  a  thought.  A  deeper  interest  has  been  excited 
irf  the  hearts  of  others  who  were  already  alive  to  this 
important  branch  of  religious  duty.  And  so  many 
otlicr,  »nd  such  salutary  effects  have  been  found  to 
follow  from  their  visits,  that  no  doubt  can  remain,  that 
the  efforts  of  the  Society  in  this  department  of  its 
operations,  will  be  nobly  sustained  by  the  prayers  and 
benefactors  of  the  members  of  the  Church. 

The  Committee  desire  to  regard  it  as  a  cause  of 
much  gratitude  to  God  that  they  have  been  able, 
j  through  the  kind  exertions  of  certain  individuals  in 
I  New  York  and  Hartford,  to  connect  a  printing  estab- 
I  lishment  with  this  Mission,  and  that  the  individual  (Mr. 
Bingham)  who  has  been  appointed  to  conduct  its 
!  operations,  came  to  them  so  highly  recommended  for 
!  the  situation. 

On  the  2d  of  October  last,  the  members  of  the  Mis¬ 
sion,  viz.  the  Rev.  .1.  J.  Uobertson  and  wife,  the  Uev. 
H.  Hill  and  wife,  and  Mr.  Bingliam,  left  Boston  in  the 
ship  Cherub.  On  Sunday,  the  16th  of  November, 
they  arrived  at  La  Valetta,  in  the  islaml  of  Malta.  On 
the  1st  of  December  they  disembarked  from  that  place 
and  on  the  8th  of  the  same  month  reached  Tenos. 
Since  the  receipt  of  the  letters  which  conveyed  the 
above  intelligence,  no  further  communications  have 
reached  the  Committee.  From  La  Valetta  Mr.  U. 
writes  that  arrangements  had  been  made  for  leaving  Mr. 
Bingham  there  with  Mr.  Brennan,  who  is  charged  with 
the  superintendance  of  the  Church  Missionary" Socie¬ 
ty’s  establishment.  He  will  thus  become  familiar  with 
many  of  the  details  of  a  Missionary  press,  and  be  ready 
to  join  his  associates  when  they  have  employment  for 
him. 

A  committee  of  three  gentlemen,  viz.  the  Rev. 
Alonzo  Fotter,  Dr.  Hale  and  Mr.  Howard,  has  been 
appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee,  whose  duty 
it  is  to  attend  to  all  matters  of  business  relating  to  the 
Greek  Mission,  in  the  city  of  Boston.  On  the  6th  of 
January,  a  letter  was  received  from  their  Secretary, 
Informing  us  that  on  the  same  day  the  brig  Tenedos 
bad  sailed  for  Smyrna,  having  on  board  the  presses,  | 
type,  paper  and  printing  appai’atus  belonging  to  this 
Mission. 

What  is  to  be  the  effect  of  the  changes  which  have 
recently  taken  place  in  Europe,  upon  the  operations 
of  the  Society  in  that  quarter,  futurity  alone  can  de- 
velope.  At  present,  however,  the  Committee  can 
perceive  nothing  either  of  a  political  or  moral  charac¬ 


ter,  in  the  condition  of  things  in  tlie  old  world,  which 
is  calculated  at  all  to  damp  the  ardour  of  the  friends 
of  this  mUsion,  or  to  excite  in  their  minds  the  appre¬ 
hension  that  their  labour  with  respect  to  it,  has  been 
in  vain.  If  events  liave  occurred  in  Greece  which 
would  seem  to  be  unfavourable  to  the  efforts  which 
are  now  making  for  the  elevation  of  the  character  of 
her  inhabitants  and  the  promotion  of  their  best  inte¬ 
rests,  facts  will  justify  the  assertion,  that  these  mea¬ 
sures  are  referable  to  causes  which  cannot  essentially 
interfere  with  the  prosperity  of  the  enterprise  in  which 
we  are  there  engaged.  In  no  way  is  our  mission 
identified  wjth  the  government  of  the  country.  We 
solicit  no  favours  from  “  the  powers  that  be.”  W e  ask 
no  aid  from  their  subjects.  If  others,  who  have  the 
same  grand  end  in  view  with  ourselves,  and  are  ac¬ 
tuated  by  the  same  high  and  holy  motives,  have  been 
involved  in  perplexities,  and  subjected  to  great  dis¬ 
couragements  while  exhausting  their  strength  and 
resources  for  the  benefit  of  this  fallen  and  long  oppress¬ 
ed  people,  it  is  solely,  we  are  inclined  to  believe,  in 
consequence  of  the  peculiar  course  which  they  have 
lliouglit  proper  to  adopt.  While  this  Society  pursues 
the  same  line  of  conduct  which  has  hitherto  marked 
its  proceedings  in  that  classic  land,  we  cannot  but 
anticipate  the  happiest  consequences.  The  blessing 
of  Heaven  will  rest  upon  the  work  which  we  have 
taken  ill  hand,  and  the  warmest  desires  of  our  heart 
be  gratified.  I’articularly  are  we  inclined  to  indulge 
such  an  expectation,  when  we  regard  the  peculiar  fit¬ 
ness  of  the  instruments  engaged  in  carrying  on  in 
Greece  the  designs  ofthis  institution.  Seldom,  indeed, 
have  agents  entered  upon  an  undertaking  with  quali¬ 
fications  better  corresponding  with  its  magnitude.  Let 
then  blit  those  who  h.ave  so  munificently  aided  the  Socie¬ 
ty  ill  establishing  this.  Its  first  mi-ssionon  a  foreign  shore, 
hold  up  the  hands  of  our  Missionaries  by  their  fervid 
supiilications  at  the  throne  of  grace,  anil  we  have 
nothing  to  fear  with  respect  to  the  results.  Thousands, 
and  tens  of  thousands,  will  arise  to  call  them  blessed, 
and  Greece  will  yet  become  “  the  praise  and  joy  of 
the  whole  earth.” 

W’c  have  now  presented  to  you,  with  all  possible 
brevity,  a  statement  of  the  Society’s  proceedings  since 
we  last  assembled  within  these  walls.  And  we  hum¬ 
bly  trust  that  on  a  review  of  the  whole,  you  will  per¬ 
ceive  not  a  little  that  is  calculated  to  gladden  your 
hearts  with  regard  to  the  past,  and  encourage  expec-j 
tation  as  to  the  future.  Certainly  on  no  former  occa¬ 
sion  have  so  many  circumstances  been  detailed,  to  Im¬ 
press  your  minds  with  a  deep  conviction  of  the  vast 
importance  of  this  Institution,  or  to  inspire  hope  in 
relation  to  the  extending  utility  of  its  operations. 

In  conclusion,  sufl'er  us,  beloved  brethren,  to  ask 
your  leryci'.t  prayers,  and  those  of  every  follower  of 
the  Saviour  within  the  pale  of  our  Church,  that  the 
light  of  Jehovah’s  countenance  may  continue  to, rest 
upon  us,  and  that  all  our  further  attempts  to  perform 
the  divine  will,  and  increase  the  amount  of  human 
happines.s,  may  be  attended  with  success.  With  re¬ 
gard  to  the  propriety  of  this'request,  there  surely  can  be 
but  one  opinion  among  those  who  arc  wise  in  spiritual 
concerns.  In  the  estimation  of  all  such,  the  solemn 
business  of  uniting  in  supplicating  the  divine  favour 
with  reference  to  the  momentous  cause  in  which  we  are 
engaged,  must  not  only  appear  in  the  light  of  unut¬ 
terable  importance,  but  of  primary  and  indispensable 
obligation.  Oh!  how  difficult  is  the  work  to  which 
we  have  set  our  hands — to  human  energies  and  expe¬ 
dients  how  wholly  impracticable!  There  are  obstacles 
which  meet  us  at  every  step,  which  no  measures,  how¬ 
ever  wisely  formed,  no  zeal  however  ardent,  no  labours 
however  uaremitted,  can  be  sufficient  to  prostrate. 
Fur  we  contend,  not  only  with  flesh  and  blood,  the 
deep  depravity  of  fallen  unrenewed  nature,  but  with 
“  principaEties  and  powers,  and  spiritual  wickedness 
in  high  pUccs.”  In  such  a  conflict  how  weak,  how 
utterly  iiullicient  are  human  eloquence,  and  patron¬ 
age,  and  srength!  No  weapons  here  will  answer,  but 
those  whijh  arc  taken  from  the  armoury  of  Jesus 
Christ;  nc  energy  but  that  which  could  say,  “  I.et 
there  be  light  and  there  was  light.”  But,  (and  is  it 
not  a  most  cheering  reflection?)  before  these  combined 
operations  ol  the  Spirit  and  word  of  Jehovah,  moun¬ 
tains  of  infidelity  dwindle  away,  the  fortresses  of  satan 
crumbje  into  dust,  and  vice  and  irreligion  retire  con¬ 
founded  and  abhorred. 

It  ii  matter  of  rejoicing,  that  a  conviction  of  the 
truth  of  these  sentiments  is  rapidly  difl'using  itself 
amonC  the  friends  of  missions.  Both  in  this  and  other 
parts  t'f  the  world  they  are  beginning  to  realize  the 
impor  ance  of  leaning  on  an  Almighty  arm,  and  of 
being  strong  in  the  Lord,  and  jn  the  power  of  his 
might.  Id  Great  Britain  especially,  there  is  a  sensi¬ 
ble  increase  of  this  distinguishing  characteristic  of  the 
deeply  experienced  Christian  among]  those  who  have 
come  forth  “  to  the  help  of  the  Lord  against  the 
mighty.”  The  devotions  of  their  closets,  of  their 
j  families,  and  of  their  siinctuaries,  seem  .all  to  be 
embued  with  that  fervour  of  devotion  which  will  give 
the  .Most  High  no  rest  until  “his  righteousness  sliall 
I  go  forth  as  brightness,  and  his  salvation  as  a  lamp  that 
bunieth.”  Oh  that  this  holy  flame  might  be  extended 
across  the  broad  expanse  of  waters,  and  glow  in  the 
breast  of  every  member  of  our  Church  in  this  highly 
favoured  land.  Then  might  we  with  great  confidence 
expect  the  wisdom  of  the  Lord  to  guide,  his  power  to 
uphold,  his  presence  to  overshadow,  and  his  glory  to 
rest  upon  us.

From  this  plain  and  faithful  production,  wo  give  the 
following  extracts,  from  which  may  be  formed  an  idea 
of  its  general  character  and  spirit. — Gam.  Obs. 

If  gentlemen  of  other  professions,  often  find  it  ne¬ 
cessary  to  burn  the  midnight  lamp  in  the  faithful  dis¬ 
charge  of  their  duty,  how  much  more  important  must 
it  bo  for  us,  who  have  immortal  souls  intrusted  to  our 
keeping,  who  are  called  ujxjn  to  “  intreat  sinners  in 
Christ’s  stead  to  be  reconciled  unto  God,  to  order  our 
cause  before  them,  and  fill  our  mouths  with  arguments.” 
Our  blessed  Ijord  siys,  “  every  scribe  who  is  instructed 
in  the  kingdom  of  heaven,  is  like  unto  a  man  that  is  a 
house-holder,  which  bringeth  forth  out  of  his  treasure  j 
things  new  and  old.”  Although  our  youth  may  have 
been  devoted  to  the  acquisition  of  knowledge,  and  to 
the  study  of  the  best  models  of  antiquity,  yet,  if  wo 
neglect  to  carry  on  the  structure  and  repair  the  wastes 
of  time,  by  a  diligent  attention  to  thase  aids  which 
every  theological  library  affords,  incapacity  and  dishon¬ 
our  will  follow  as  the  certain  consequence. 

It  is  highly  necessary  that  we  ourselves  should  feel 
the  importance  of  those  subjects  w’hich  we  investigate, 
before  we  presume  to  lay  them  before  our  hearers.  In 
order  to  this,  we  should  diffuse  through  our  studies  a 
spirit  of  piety ;  we  should  earnestly  and  devoutly  im¬ 
plore  the  divine  blessing  upon  our  labours,  that  they 
may  be  made  effectual  to  the  great  ends  of  our  ministry. 
We  may  preach  solemn  truths,  but,  unless  we  have 
experienced  their  transforming  efficacy  in  our  own 
.souls,  our  hearers  will  be  too  apt  to  receive  them  with  as 
listless  a  spirit  as  that  in  which  they  were  delivered. 
Let  us,  therefore,  never  ascend  the  pulpit,  without  first 
lifting  up  our  hearts  in  prayer,  that  the  divine  blessing 
may  rest  upon  our  labours.  If,  after  discharging  ou^ 
duty  in  the  spirit  of  our  Master,  we  should  be  so  un¬ 
happy  as  to  fail  of  the  success  which  we  had  desired, 
we  shall  still  have  this  consideration  to  comfort  us, — 
that  we  are  only  honoured  with  the  dispi^nsation  of 
the  Gospel,  we  are  not  accountable  for  the  success. 

In  addition  to  that  preparation  of  heart  which  is 
necessary  for  tlie  pulpit,  I  would  urge  upon  you  the 
importance  of  dwelling  on  those  subjects,  which  are 
best  calculated  to  bring  our  hearers  to  the  Saviour. 

The  first  great  object  of  every  minister  of  Christ 
should  be  to  convince  his  hearers,  that  they  are  deprav- 
ed  by  nature,  as  well  as  guilty  by  practice,  and  that 
immoralities  of  conduct  proceed  from  a  heart  radically 
prone  to  evil.  When  they  are  convinced  of  this  truth, 
our  next  business  will  be,  to  present  them  with  a  view 
of  the  great  atonement  wrought  out  for  us  by  Jesus 
Christ.  Let  us  also  clearly  explain  the  method  of  sal¬ 
vation  by  CTace,  tliat  the  self-righteous  professor  may 
be  stripped  of  his  vain  and  delusive  covering,  and  ex¬ 
posed  in  his  native  deformity.  In  order  to  efiect  this, 
we  must  apply  the  doctrines  of  the  New  Testament, 


witlr  all  “  freedom,  diligence  and  simplicity, 
preach  the  unsearchable  riches  of  Christ,  tlio  love  of 
the  Father,  the  grace  of  the  Son,  and  the  consolations 
of  the  Spirit,  so  that  the  weak  may  be  built  up,  and 
the  doubtful  confirmed.”  We  must  also  boldly  rebuke 
vice,  and  oppose  sin  by  lifting  up  our  voices  against  it 
We  must  exert  every  faculty  to  overthrow  the  king¬ 
dom  of  Satan,  ami  extend  and  exalt  the  kingdom  of 
the  Redeemer.  In  a  word  we  must  declare  the  whole 
counsel  of  God,  diligently  and  perscveringly,  though 
earth  and  hell  ^ould  rise  up  against  us. 

In  discoursing  on  moral  duties,  which  w’C  must  care¬ 
fully  do,  if  we  declare  the  whole  counsel  of  God,  wc 
must  take  particular  care  to  recommend  them  to  the 
attention  of  our  hearers,  with  an  express  reference  to 
Christ,  who  is  the  foundation  of  all  our  hope,  our  com¬ 
fort,  and  peace.  These  truths  must  be  often  proclaim¬ 
ed  from  our  pulpits,  as  the  only  likely  means  to  reform 
a  wicked  world.  We  know  that  they  ore  not  suited 
to  the  taste  of  some  of  our  hearers,  who  had  rather 
wc  should  refine  on  some  of  the  moral  precepts  of  a 
Seneca  or  an  Epictetus,  than  hear  us  preach  the 
humiliating  doctrines  of  the  cross.  But,  we  should 
remember  that  we  arc  ministers  of  the  New  Testa¬ 
ment,  and  should  preach  Christ  crucified,  as  the  only 
IKJssiblo  means  of  saving  perishing  souls,  lying  in  dark-  j 
ness  and  the  shadow  of  death.  VVherever  llicsc  doc¬ 
trines  hitherto  have  been  faithfully  preached  and  cor¬ 
dially  receiveil,  they  have  triumphed  in  the  conver¬ 
sion  of  sinners.  And  we  have  reason  to  hope,  that  the 
same  happy  efiects  will  attend  our  labours,  if  we  faith¬ 
fully  discharge  our  duty  to  our  God  and  fellow  men.

For  centuries  pas*.,  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
— nay,  from  the  beginning,  has  annually  had  a  meet¬ 
ing,  not  merely  of  four,  hut  of  ten  days  continuance  ;

DOCTOR  TURNER  S  LECTURES. 


The  Biblical  Repository  for  July,  an  excellent 
Quarterly,  published  at  Andover;  and  a  work  whicli 
should  be  in  the  library  of  every  clergyman,  contains, 
among  other  very  valuable  articles,  three  Lectures  by 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Turner,  on  the  Claims  of  the  Hebrew 
Ijanguage  and  Literature.  THie  lectures  were  de¬ 
livered  in  Columbia  College,  in  which  institution  Dr. 
Turner  is  Professor  of  Hebrew;  and  we  are  gratified 
in  seeing  them  in  print,  that  the  able  defence  and  just 
character  which  they  exhibit,  of  the  language  and 
literature  of  tlie  ancient  Israelites,  may  be  extensive¬ 
ly  known. 

The  learned  lecturer.  In  the  first  place,  notices  and 
answers  the  objections,  which  are  not  unfrequently 
made  against  the  study  of  the  original  Scriptures  of 
the  Old  Testament,  arising  from  the  alleged  poverty 
and  imperfection  of  their  language,  the  want  of  origi¬ 
nality  in  their  literature,  its  limited  extent,  and  from 
the  little  progress  effected  by  many,  who  attempt  to 
acquire  a  knowledge  of  Hebrew.  He  then  presents 
tlie  direct  claims  of  the  Hebrew  Scriptures  on  the 
general  scholar,  and  upon  the  Christian— the  habits  of 
patient  and  accurate  thought,  and  the  command  of 
words,  which,  in  common  with  the  study  of  any  an¬ 
cient  language,  they  produce — their  antiquity — and 
the  valuable  and  important  subjects  they  contain,  use¬ 
ful  and  interesting  history,  lessons  of  moral  wisdom, 
and  exquisite  and  unrivalled  poetry.  The  simplicity 
and  brevity  of  the  Hebrew  writings,  and  their  singular 
adaptedness  to  the  situation,  circumstances,  and  cha¬ 
racters  of  the  speakers,  are  also  considerations  which, 
independent  of  their  divine  origin,  should  recommend 
them  to  every  person  of  intelligence  and  taste.  But 
the  strongest  claim  presented  by  the  writings  of  the 
Old  Testament,  results  from  their  inspiration.  The 
term  inspiration  is  defined,  and  the  reality  of  super¬ 
natural  and  divine  influence  upon  the  minds  of  the 
Hebrew  sages  and  jirophets,  is  defended.  Such  being 
the  excellencies  and  claims  of  the  Hebrew  language 
and  literature,  they  richly  deserve,  and  urgently  de¬ 
mand  to  be  made,  not  only  a  principal  part  of  every 
theological,  but  of  every  literary  and  collegiate  course 
of  study.  The  Grecian  and  Roman  classics  are  not 
to  be  wholly  discarded,  but  should  be  dethroned  from 
the  undeserved  and  corrupting  supremacy,  whicli  they 
have  t(»  long  been  permitted  to  usurp ;  and  be  made 
assistants,  and  not  the  opposers  of  revelation — the 
interpreter  of  sacred  literature  and  divine  truth,  and 
not  their  substitute.  It  is  sometimes  objected  to  the 
introduction  of  the  original  Scriptures  into  literary  in¬ 
stitutions,  that  the  effect  of  familiar  acquaintance  with 
the  Bible  would  be  to  detract  something  from  the 
respect  and  reverence  with  which  it  should  be  re¬ 
garded.  The  objection  is  plausible,  but,  the  lecturer 
thinks,  unfounded.  Familiar  and  intimate  knowledge 
of  what  is  truly  excellent  and  valuable,  would,  it  is  to 
be  expected,  rather  increase  than  diminish,  rather 
enhance  than  abate,  and  in  many  cases  first  call  into 
life  and  exercise,  the  feeling  of  esteem  and  atlmira- 
tiim.  He  concludes  by  sliowing  that  tlie  Greek  of  the

If 
your  faith  be  weak,  yet  waver  not.  The  promise  is 
to  the  weak  as  well  as  the  strong ;  yea  to  all  tlnise 
who  can  say,  ‘Thou  kiiowcst  Lord,  that  I  love  tliccl’ 
While  you  have  life,  magnify  the  praises  of  Him  who 
hath  called  you  with  such  a  holy  calling.  fJviiicctn 
the  world,  that  the  Bible  is  not  a  cunningly  devisel 
fable.  Seek  to  glorify  God  in  your  death,  and  assur¬ 
edly  he  will  give  you  faith  to  do  it.  Sjieak  from  your 
dying  bctl  of  the  things  of  the  kingdom,  to  which  yo'i 
arc  hastening ;  impart  your  views  of  the  vanities  of 
life,  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  survive  yojt  I’m- 
that  a  double  portion  of  your  spirit  may  rest  upon  your 
brother — that  he  may  gladden  your  eyes  at  the  la> 
day  with  a  view  of  many  souls,  whom  he  has  broiigl 
witli  him  to  glory.  Leave  hihi  such  exhortations,  on- 
couragements,  and  reproofs  as  an  immediate  pros{)ct 
of  heaven  may  inspire  you  to  give.  And  now,  let  m 
conduct  you  as  far  as  I  can,  even  to  the  gates  of  Jeru¬ 
salem.  Many  a  song  will  be  sung — many  a  harp  U' 
strung,  on  your  entrance  into  the  kingdom  of  heaver. 
Who  is  this  that  1  sec  foremost  to  welcome  you  ?  L-i  i' 
not  your  grandfather,  or  your  father  1  My  dear  sister, 
what  joy  is  this!  They,  accompanied  by  a  heavenly 
host,  conduct  you  to  your  Saviour,  your  King,  ami 
your  God.  Then  your  glory  begins,  you  arc  crowneJ 
with  honour  and  immortality.
